which Sir Philip Sidney composed at 
Wilton House, was never completed and 
run no small danger of being entirely 
lost to future generations when its 
author, before his death, gave orders 
for its destruction. 
Only about 1G0 manuscript pages of 
Benjamin Disraeli’s last novel, which 
brought the story up to the first dozen 
Hues «»f chapter 10, was all that was 
written when the brilliant w’rlter laid 
aside his pen forever.

One well known critic consid­ 
ers this tale of the Roman and the 
Goth the deceased writer's finest work, 
and, though many may question tiffs 
judgment, there can exist hut universal 
regret that the romance must forever 
remain Incomplete. 
A greater work by a greater writer, 
“Weir of Hermiston.” by It. L. Steven­ 
son. was left a 
mere fragment, of 
which the lurid grandeur proved that 
its creator was taken from us in the 
zeuith of Ids power. Another romance, 
“St. Ives,” by the same j>ou, was run­ 
ning in a monthly magazine at the time 
of his premature death. Here, however, 
readers were not balked of a satisfacto­ 
ry 
denouement, 
for the story 
was 
brought to a conclusion by Mr. (juiller- 
CoiH'li, well known under tile nom de 
plume of "(J.” 
“I hardly know what to say to the 
public about this abortive romance, 
though I pretty well know what the 
case will he. 
I shall never finish it,” 
wrote Nathaniel Hawthorne with ref­ 
erence to 
“The 
Dolliver 
Romance,” 
which lie had undertaken to write for 
tile Atlantic Monthly. This foreboding 
was but too soon verified, for the au­ 
thor had scarce time to do more than 
lay tile groundwork of the story and 
write the initial chapters ere death 
struck him down. 
At his funeral at Concord the scarce 
commence I manuscript lay upon his 
coffin. S > -n afterward the first chapter 
appeared in the Atlantic, and subse­ 
quently the second chapter, which he 
had been unable to revise, was publish- 
< I in the same periodical. Several years 
elapsed when a third fragment, revised 
and copied by the novelist's wife, was 
placed in the publisher’s hands. 
The 
original manuscript is now preserved In 
the Concord public library. 
“Wives and Daughters” was running 
in the Cornbin 
when the authoress, 
Mrs. Haskell, died. 
Fortunately the 
work was nearing its completion, sc 
that, although it was not actually fin­ 
ished by the gift<*<l writer, the plot was 
sufficiently advanced to enable us to 
make more than a shrewd guess at t lie 
ultimate fate of the characters and to 
take leave of the hero fully assured of 
his ultimate happiness. 
Another serial that was being written 
for tile same magazine when its author 
laid down peri forever was “Denis I ni­ 
val.” 
Thackeray, indeed, was already 
in his grave when its publication com­ 
menced.

to finish. Due well know n critic consid­ 
ers this tale of the Roman and the 
Goth the deceased w riter's finest work, 
and, though m any may question this 
Judgment, there can exist hut universal 
regret th a t th e rom ance m ust forever 
remain Incomplete. 
A greater w ork by a greater w riter, 
“Weir of H erm lstoti,” by It. L. Steven­ 
son, was left a 
mere fragm ent, of 
which the lurid grandeur proved th a t 
its creator w as tak en from us in the 
zenith of his power. Another rom ance, 
“St. Ives,” by the sam e pen, w as r u n ­ 
ning in a m onthly magazine at the tim e 
of his prem atu re death. Here, however, 
readers were not balked of a satisfacto ­ 
ry 
denouement, 
for 
the story 
w a s 
brought to a conclusion by Mr. Quiller- 
Coueh, well know n under the uom tie 
plume of “<j.” 
“ I hardly know w h a t to say to the 
public about 
this abortive romance, 
though I pretty well know w h a t the 
case will be. 
I shall never finish it,” 
wrote N athaniel H aw thorne w ith re f­ 
erence to 
“T h e 
Dolliver R om ance,” 
which lie had undertaken to w rite for 
the Atlantic M onthly. This foreboding 
w as but too soon verified, for the a u ­ 
thor had scarce tim e to do more th a n 
lay the groundw ork of the story an d 
w rite the initial chapters ere d e a th 
struck him down. 
At Ids funeral a t Concord the scarce 
commence 1 m a n u sc rip t lay upon Ids 
collin. S > ii a fte rw a rd the first c h ap ter 
appeared In the Atlantic, and su b se ­ 
quently the second chapter, w hich he 
had been unable to revise, was publish­ 
ed in the sam e periodical. Several y ears 
ck'psed w hen a th ird fragment, revised 
and copied by th e novelist’s wife, w as 
placed In the publisher's hands. 
T he 
original m a n u sc rip t is now preserved in 
the Concord public library. 
“ Wives and D au g h ters” w as runnin g 
in the Cornhill 
w hen the authoress, 
Mrs. Gaskell, died. 
Fortunately the 
work was n earin g its completion, sc 
that, although it w as not actually fin­ 
ished by the giftixl writer, the plot w as 
sufficiently ad vanced to enable us to 
m ake more th a n a shrew d guess a t the 
ultimate fate of the characters and to 
take leave of th e hero fully assured of 
his ultimate happiness. 
Another serial th a t was being w ritten 
for the same m agazine when its a u th o r 
laid down pen forever was “ Denis D u­ 
val.” 
Thackeray, indeed, w as already 
in his grave w hen its publication com­ 
menced. 
T hree p a rts and a portion of 
a fourth w ere all th a t appeared, and 
“the story,” w rote the editor, “breaks 
off as his life ended full of vigor and 
blooming wiLh new promise like the 
apple trees in this month of M ay.” 
W ith the fou rth p a rt w as given a set of 
notes, taken from Thackeray’s ow n p a ­ 
pers, elucidatory of the subsequent de­ 
velopment of th e plot. 
Thackeray’s 
great 
contemporary, 
Charles Dickens, died, too, in harness. 
For long his health had been b u t in ­ 
different. but he stuck unffiuchingly to 
the work lie h a d in hand. 
On Ju n e 8, 
1S70, the end came. 
The m orning and 
part of the afternoon of that day w ere 
devoted to com pleting the sixth n u m ­ 
ber of “Tlie M ystery of Edwin lirood,” 
but scarcely had he finished w ork and 
sat down to din n er ere he w as seized 
w ith a fit. 
F rom this he never recov­ 
ered, but a fte r lingering some hours, 
without regaining consciousness, died 
at G the next day. 
“ I shall publish late in this year,” 
wrote Laurence Sterne, “and the next 
I shall begin a new' work in four vol­ 
umes, which, finished, I shall continue 
‘T ristram ’ wffth fresh spirit.” T his new 
w’ork here referred to is the “ Senti­ 
mental Jou rney,” one volume alone of 
which w as ever given to tlw? world, nor 
by reason of th e author’s death w as 
the im m ortal “ T ristram Shandy” ever 
continued. 
“Arcadia,” 
th e 
pastoral 
rom ance 
which Sir P hilip Sidney composed a t 
Wilton House, w a s never completed and 
run no sm all d ang er of being entirely 
lost to fu tu re generations w hen 
its 
author, before his death, gave orders 
for its destruction. 
Only about 160 m anuscript pages of 
Benjamin D israeli’s last novel, w hich 
brought the story up to the first dozen 
Hues of c h ap ter 10, was all th a t w as 
w ritten w hen th e brilliant w riter laid 
aside his pen forever.

SERVICE TO START MARCH 15 


Credit for the Increase is Entirely 


Due to the Efforts of Con­ 


gressman Buckman. 


Postm aster Ingersoll received a tele­ 
gram from Congressman Buckman this 
morning informing him that an addi­ 
tional carrier had been allowed the 
Brainefd postoffice, effective March !•». 
This is very good news and will be np 
pred ated by th*- public fully as much a* 
it is by the postmaster. 
T he business 
f th** offic** has increased to such an ex­ 
tent sine»* the office w»‘nt into the clasai- 
Hedservice that is has been impossible to 
give the public the service they should 
have had, with the number of carriers 
allowed. The free delivery service was 
established here with three carriers and 
at that time that part of the city know n 
as the mill district was not included in 
the territory laid out. 
T he people in 
that section were justly entitled to have 
been included and in March, after the 
carriers were put on. through the ef­ 
forts of the postmaster and Congress­ 
man Buckman a second inspection of 
the city was made and the department 
allowed th«* local office a mounted car­ 
rier. 
With this addition to the force 
the city was fairly well served for the 
time being, but it has not been possible 
to give two complete deliveries in any 
section except the business district. 
A 
year ago the matter was taken up and 
an additional carrier was asked for in 
order to give all the people living with­ 
in a reasonable distance of the office 
the benefit of the free delivery and an 
inspector went over the territory and 
agreed with the postmaster that the 
districts were too large and the volume 
of mail too heavy to give good service. 
The additional help, however, was not 
forthcoming and it wa.- not until Con­ 
gressman Bucluuan took the matter up 
personally that it was tinally adjusted. 
The plans have not yet been fully 
completed in regard to the rearrange­ 
ment of districts and no outline of them 
can yet be given, but the people can cer­ 
tainly expect an improvement in the 
service. 
It is expected that C, A. Nel­ 
son, who has been the regular sub-car­ 
rier, will receive the appointment to the 
position just created.

Credit for the Increase is Entirely 


Due to the Efforts of Con­ 


gressman Buckman. 
Postmaster Ingersoll received a tele­ 
gram from Congressman Buckman this 
morning informing him that an addi­ 
tional carrier had been allowed the 
Brainerd postoffice, effective March 15. 
This is very good news and will be ap­ 
preciated by the public fully as much a§ 
it is by the postmaster. The business 
of the office has increased to such an ex­ 
tent since the office went into the classi- 
fiedservice that is has been impossible to 
give the public tho service they should 
have had, with tho number of carriers 
allowed. The free delivery service was 
established here with three carriers and 
at that time that part of the city known 
as the mill district was not included in 
the territory laid out. 
The people in 
that section were justly entitled to have 
been included and in March, after the 
carriers were put on, through the ef­ 
forts of the postmaster and Congress­ 
man Buckman a second inspection of 
the city was made and the department 
allowed the local office a mounted car­ 
rier. With this addition to tho force 
the city was fairly well served for the 
time being, but it has not been possible 
to give two complete deliveries in any 
section except tho business district. A 
year ago the matter was taken up and 
an additional carrier was asked for in 
order to give all the people living with­ 
in a reasonable distance of the office 
the benefit of the free delivery and an 
inspector went over the territory and 
agreed with the postmaster that the 
districts were too large and the volume 
of mail too heavy to give good service. 
The additional help, however, was not 
forthcoming and it was not until Con­ 
gressman Buckman took the matter up 
personally that it was finally adjusted. 
The plans have not yet been fully 
completed in regard to the rearrange­ 
ment of districts and no outline of them 
can yet be given, but the people can cer­ 
tainly expect an improvement in the 
service. It is expected that C. A. Nel­ 
son, who has been the regular sub-car­ 
rier, will receive the appointment to the 
position just created.

A v oting m achine bill was introdu ced 
by Senator G jertson T hu rsday . 
It is 
a m easu re of great length, and is new 
in this, that it creates a com m ission 
known as “The M innesota Voting Ma­ 
chine Commission,” whose fu nction Is 
to exam ine the m erits of v oting m a­ 
chines, 
T he commission is to be com­ 
posed of three m em bers, of which the 
attorney 
general 
is 
chairm an. 
T he 
other two are to nam ed by the gov ­ 
ernor, one Repu blican and one Demo­ 
crat. 
Persons interested in m achines 
m u st apply to the commission to hav e 
them exam ined, the fee to be 
$2 0 0 in 
each case. 
U nder the bill, m achines m u st pos­ 
sess certain requ irem ents, and it is 
claimed that a m achine known as the 
Sjoblom is the one cov ered by the pro­ 
v isions of the bill. 
T he common cou ncil may , by resolu ­ 
tion, prov ide for the 
u se of any m a­ 
chine approv ed by the commission 
Renator Lord of Kasson su bm itted a 
bill which proposes an am end m ent to 
certain articles of tho state consttu - 
* tlon relating to taxation. 
It prov ides 
for 
a wide-open 
tax 
am endm ent, and giv es the legislatu re 
fu ll power to enact taxation laws. 
Senator Alloy ’s bill prescribing tho 
penalty for m u rder 
In the first and 
second dgrees was passed with a few 
dissenting v otes. 
The bill giv es ju ries 
♦ he priv ilege not only 
to bring in a 
v erdict of conv iction for the crim e of 
m u rder, hu t to fix the pu nishm ent at 
either death or life im prisonm ent. In 
the ev ent that tin* ju ry fails to fix the 
pu nishm ent the cou rt enn then do so. 
T he senate killed Senator Benson's

velt has not, of course, absolutely de­ 
cided on that date or any other. That 
he expects to bring congress together 
arly in the fall, however, there Is no 
m anner ol doubt lu the minds of those 
who are etc ii a little in the confidence 
of the president. 
The first week in 
October will probably be the time. 
It is now about three weeks since 
Mr. Roosevelt abandoned the idea of 
getting any railway legislation during 
the regular session ending March 4. 
Time and again he hnd made the state­ 
ment, however, that if congress should 
refuse to carry through this legisla­ 
tion he should call an extra session

The bills still

tion bills, on which partial agreements 
have been reached, 
the sundry civH, 
either in tFir* spring or in the fall of ' general deficiency and river and har­ 
bor. 
Conferences on all of these meas­ 
ures ore in progress with the expecta­ 
tion that reports will be made during 
the day. 
It is the hope of the man­ 
agers that nn all-night session will not 
be necessary, as there are no items in 
the bills still in conference that need 
cause a protracted deadlock.

The fact is the president wishes to 
hove the regular session of next win­ 
ter unhampered by railway legislation, 
for he is thoroughly resolved that the 
Dingily tariit law should b<* amended 
before the next regular session of con­ 
gress adjourns in the spring or sum ­ 
m er of 190G.

Honolulu, March 3.—The police in­ 
vestigation into

Jane L. Stanford is practically at a 
standstill. 
High 
Sheriff Henry 
is without

theory as to the cause of her death. 
It had been experted that, the report of 
the chemists on the 
analysis of the 
contents 
of her 
stomach would 
be 
made Thursday night, but the chem­ 
ists announced that they had not con­ 
clude*! their investigation and would 
not 
be ready 
to make a report 
for 
some hours. 
It is probable that the 
inquest will commenced during the af­ 
ternoon. 
High Sheriff Henry said: 
“T am utterly unable to formulate 
any theory that would account for this 
tragedy. 
The San Francisco papers 
containing full accounts of the alleged 
poisoning case of 
Jan. 14, have not 
been of any help to me. 
I am await­ 
ing results. 
The analysis of the stom­ 
ach and the contents of the bicarbon­ 
ate of soda bottle, together with the 
inquest 
which 
will follow, 
may de­ 
velop 
some new* facts. 
When 
these 
chemical analyses have been complet­ 
ed I shall have all the other medicines 
of Mrs. Stanford 
similarly analyzed, 
lier medicine chest contained a num­ 
ber of bottles, but I believe that the 
bicarbonate one was the only one in 
which 
it 
was 
possible 
to 
conceal 
strychnine." 
Sheriff 
Henry, Judge Stanley 
and 
Miss Horner at the Hotel Moana, went 
through all of Mrs. Stanford’s trunks, 
which had been packed, 
locked and 
sealed preparatory to shipment.. 
A theory suggested here is that Mrs. 
Stanford 
accidentally took 
a wrong 
dose of medicine by mixing the strych­ 
nine with the bicarbonate of soda. 
Sheriff Henry says that there was 
no strychnine among Mrs. Stanford’s 
medicines found ’n the chest. 
The opinion of most, of the investiga­ 
tors here is that if there has been a 
crime it was committed in San Fran­ 
cisco, and possibly at the: same time 
that strychnine is said to have been 
placed in the mineral water.

San Francisco, 
March 3.— The 
re­ 
ceipt bv the acting chief of police of a 
cablegram from High Sheriff Henry of 
Honolulu stating that there were no 
less than BGI! grains of strychnine in 
the bottle of bicarbonate of soda from 
which Mrs. Jane Stanford took a dose 
shortly before death has aroused the 
detective fort*; of this city and every 
effort is being made to discover who 
pin 
I the poison in the medicine. The 
police bein *e thut the bicarbonate of 
soda and the strychnine were purchas­ 
ed here and secretly dropped into the 
bottle by a person connected with the 
Stanford hou (‘hold. 
The bottle con­ 
taining the bicarbonate of soda and its 
death 
potion 
originally 
were 
pur­ 
chased in 
\ustralla. 
But, according 
Ao 
Miss Bertha 
Berner, Mrs. 
Stan­ 
ford’s private secretary, and the maid, 
May Hunt, th*- bottle was refilled in 
this city ai a local drug store. 
Dr. W. CL 
Stevens, a 
medical ex- 
fert, made this positive statement: 
"Six hundred and sixty-two grains 
of strychnine easily would kill *162 per­ 
son*. 
The maximum dose administer­ 
ed 
is only one fifteenth 
of a 
grain, 
while the average is one-fortieth of a 
fcng!n.” 


O re Introduced in the Senate Creates

A voting machine Dill was introduced 
by Senator Gjertson Thursday.

known as "The Minnesota Voting Ma­ 
chine Commission,’’ whose function is 
to examine the m erits of voting m a­ 
chines. 
The commission is to be com­ 
posed of three members, of which the 
attorney general 
is 
chairman. 
The 
oth* r two are to named by the gov­ 
ernor, one Republican and one Demo­ 
crat. 
Persons interested in machines 
must apply to the commission to have 
them examined, the fee to be $200 in 
each case. 
Under the bill, machines must pos­ 
sess certain requirements, and it is 
claimed that a machine known as the 
Sjoblom is the one covered by the pro­ 
visions of the bill. 
The common council may, by resolu­ 
tion, provide for the 
use of any m a­ 
chine approved by the commission 
Senator Lord of Kasson submitted a 
hill which proposes an amendment to 
certain articles of the state consttu- 
tion relating to taxation. 
It provides 
for 
a wide-open 
tax 
amendment, and gives the legislature 
full power to enact taxation laws. 
Senator Alley’s bill prescribing the 
penalty for murder 
in the first and 
second dgrees was passed with a few 
dissenting votes. 
The bill gives juries 
th*' privilege not only 
to bring in a 
verdict of conviction for the crime of 
murder, but to fix the punishment at 
either death or life imprisonment. In 
the event that the jury fails to fix the 
punishment the court can then do so. 
The senate killed Senator Benson's 
hill relating to the 
employment of 
teachers 
in independent school 
dis­ 
tricts. 
This bill gave the right to em­ 
ploy teachers for more than one year. 
The grand jury system was under 
discussion in th*' senate. 
Senator Lay- 
hourn's bill, relating to the ordering 
and summoning of grand juries, came 
up on 
general order. 
The 
bill was 
m ade a special order for Friday by a 
vote of 32 to 24.

for the convention of the extraordin­ 
ary session of congress to en*ct the 
proposed railway rate legislation is 
Ortober.

ber is a long way off, and Mr. Roose­ 
velt has not, of course, absolutely de­ 
cided on that date or any other. That, 
he expects to bring congress together 
arly in the fail, however, there is no 
manner ol doubt in the minds of thoso 
who are e * n a little in the confidence 
of the president. 
The first week in 
October will probably be the time. 
It is now about three weeks since 
Mr. Roosevelt abandoned the idea of 
getting any railway legislation during 
the regular session ending March 4. 
l ime and again he hnd made the state­ 
ment, however, that if congress should 
refuse to carry through this legisla­ 
tion he should call an extra session 
either in the spring or in the fall of 
this year. 
This statement was made even be­ 
fore in* had given up hope that the de- 
iirc'1 
programme 
could be 
carried 
through at the regular session; but it 
was .some time before 
the abandon­ 
ment til ibis hope that he gave up the 
idea of calling the 
threatened extra 
session as early as April or May. 


Reasons for President's Decision. 


The order in which 
these conclu­ 
sions regarding rate legislation and 
the extra session were reached by tho 
presidential mind were, therefore, as 
follows: First, there must be carried 
through a comprehensive scheme of 
railway legislation at the present short 
session of congress; if not, an extra 
session 
will 
be called 
either 
next 
spring or early next 
fall; second, If 
the desired programme is not carried 
through this v/inter it may not. bo ex 
pedient 
to have 
an extra 
session; 
third, it is apparent 
that the senate 
will not enact the desired legislation 
at the 
present session; 
fourth, con­ 
gress shall be convened in extra s e s ­ 
sion early next fall, probably the first 
week in October. 
The fact is the president wishes to 
have tin; regular session of next win­ 
ter unhampered by railway legislation, 
for he is thoroughly resolved that t.h<‘ 
Dinglcy tariit law should be amended 
before the next regular session of con­ 
gress adjourns in the spring or su m ­ 
mer of 1000.

ENORMOUS A M O U N T OF POISON. 


That Found in Mrs. Stanford's Medi­ 
cine Would Have Killed Scores. 
San Francisco, 
March 3.— The 
re­ 
ceipt by the acting chief of police of a 
cablegram from High Sheriff Henry of 
Honolulu stating that there were no 
less than titJ2 grains of strychnine in 
the bottle of bicarbonate of soda from 
which Mrs. Jane Stanford took a dose 
shortly before death has aroused the 
detective force of this city and every 
effort is being made to discover who 
p!r¡ 
i the poison in the medicine. The 
police belli ve that the bicarbonate of 
soda and the strychnine were purchas­ 
ed here and secretly dropped into the 
bottle by a person connected with the 
Stanford household.

potion 
originally 
were 
pur­ 
chased in 
Mmtralia.

this city at a local drug store. 
Dr. W. G. 
Stevens, a

"Six hundred and sixty-two grains 
of strychnine easily would kill 662 per­ 
son*. 
The maximum dose administer­ 
ed 
Is only one fifteenth 
of a 
grain, 
while the average is one-fortieth of a 
train." 


One Introduced in the Senate Creates 
Exam ining Commission. 
A voting machine Dill was introduced 
by Senator Gjertson Thursday. 
It is 
a measure of great length, and is new 
in this, that it creates a commission 
known as "The Minnesota Voting Ma­ 
chine Commission," whose function is 
to examine the merits of voting ma­ 
chines. 
The commission is to be com­ 
posed of three members, of which the 
attorney 
general 
is 
chairman. 
The 
other two are to named by the gov­ 
ernor, one Republican and one Demo­ 
crat. 
Persons interested in machines 
must apply to the commission to have 
them examined, the fee to be $200 in 
each rase. 
Under the bill, machines must pos­ 
sess certain requirements, and it is 
claimed that a machine known as the 
Sjoblom is the one covered by the pro­ 
visions of the bill. 
The common council may, Dy resolu­ 
tion, provide for the 
use of any ma­ 
chine approved by the commission 
Senator Lord of Kasson submitted a 
bill vvhieh proposes an amendment to 
certain articles of the state eonsttu- 
tion relating to taxation. 
It provides 
for 
a wide-open 
tax 
amendment, and gives the legislature 
full power to enact taxation laws. 
Senator Alley’s bill prescribing the 
penalty for murder 
in the first and 
second dgrees was passed with a few 
dissenting votes. 
The bill gives juries 
the privilege not only 
to bring in a 
verdict of conviction for the crime of 
murder, but to fix the punishment at 
either death or life imprisonment. In 
the event that the jury fails to fix the 
punishment the court can then do so. 
The senate killed Senator Benson’s 
bill relating to the 
employment of 
teachers 
in independent school 
dis­ 
tricts. 
This bill gave the right to em ­ 
ploy teachers for more than one year. 
The grand jury system was under 
discussion in the senate. 
Senator Lay- 
hourn's bill, relating to the ordering 
and summoning of grand juries, came 
up on 
general order. 
The 
bill was 
made a special order for Friday by a 
vote of 32 to 24.
